Klux Klan. Bob, Mrs. Palmer, 
their little daughter and Fred 
Abbott motored to Roff.

turning through the darkness, 
they reached a sharp turn in 
the road about two miles this* 
side of the town. On rounding

the corner, they found them- 
| 
selves looking into the faces of 
three or four— the exact n u m ­ 
ber was never determined— of 
the white robed figures. 
Although Palm er’s car is gear 
ed to make 70 miles an hour, 
he insists he gave it all the gas 
and still it felt “ like a snail 
OH a dry plank.” To add to the 
discomfort, he says, Mrs. Pal­ 
mer and Abbott were insistent 
that the car make more speed.
